E x p e r im e n ts H a d e w ith a \ v w I n ­ 
s t r u m e n t f o r C o n v e y in g H ou n d * to 
th e H e a r. 
Cincinnati Gazette. 
Prof. J. W*. Greydon, of thia city, has for 
some time past been experimenting with a 
new invention called the audiphone, which 
is intended to supplant the old crr trumpet 
for use by tho deaf. There has been an 
audiphone invented in Chicago, but Prof. 
Graydon claims that b’s instrument is a 
great improvement upon that. The amli 
phone, as constructed by Prof. Graydon, 
couslsts of a small electro microphone, to 
the center of the diaphragm of which is 
attached a cord, which may be of any 
length, aud to the other cud of w hich cord 
is attached a small piece of wood. The 
manner of working the instrument is very 
simple, and can be briefly described as 
follows: The deaf person tak~s a firm 
hold of the picco of wood between his up­ 
per and lower teeth, and the party desiring 
to converse with the deaf man talks through 
the clcctro-microphoue attachment at the 
other end of the cord, holding the cord 
taut. The theory advanced is that the 
sound is conveyed through the nerves ol 
the teeth and the bones ot the face to the 
auditory nerve, which owing to some de­ 
fection of tho car caused by disease is not 
approachable through the usual channel, 
thence to the brain. The instrument will 
only work, however, when deafnc i has 
been caused by disease. Iii case of paraly­ 
sis of tho auditory nerve it is useless. 
Some very interesting tests of tho au­ 
diphone were made at the 
Deaf aud 
Dumb Department attached to the Third 
intermediate behoot yesterday morning. 
Among others was one of a bright lock­ 
ing colored girl, who was entirely deaf. 
The Professor talked to her at a distance of 
about twenty-five feel through the lostrr 
meat, and she repeated to him everything 
which he said. Another was a little girl 
who had been deal and dumb from birth. 
Using the mute alphabet, she informed tin* 
teacher iii charge that she could hear that 
one statement of tho Professor was made 
in a louder tone of voice than another, but 
she could not understand what lie said, 
never having been able to hear such 
sounds belorc. In some other cases, how­ 
ever, the pupils upon whom the instrument 
was tried said in their mute language that 
they were unable to distinguish any sound 
whatever. It is fair to presume that the 
instrument will, as have the telephone 
and microphone, 
be 
greatly unprov­ 
ed, and that at no distant day it will be 
ot great service to those afflicted by deal 
lier"*.

THE SONGS OF SCOTLAND.

Principal Shairp in the Atlantic. 
There is a very general impression, et* 
pecially in England, that Burns created 
Scottish song, and that all that is valuable 
in it is bis work. Instead of saying that 
Burns created Scottish song, it would be 
more true to say that Scottish song created 
Burns, and that in him it culminated. Ile 
was born at a happy hour for a national 
songster, with a great background ol song 
centuries old behind him, and breathing 
from his childhood a very atmosphere of 
melody. From the 
earliest times 
the 
Scotch have been a song loving people, 
mcauing by soDg bo*h the tunes, or airs, 
and words. This is not the side which the 
•Scotchman turns to the world, when he 
goes abroad into it to push his fortune. 
We all know the character that passes 
current as that of the typical Scot—sandy- 
haired, hard-leatured, clannish 
to his 
countrymen, shrewd, cautious, self-seeking, 
self-reliant, persevering, unsympathetic to 
strangers, difficult to drive a bargain with,, 
impossible to circumvent. Tho last thing 
a stranger would credit him with would bo 
tho love of song. 
Yet when that hard, 
calculating trader has retired lrom the 
’change or tho market-place to his own 
fireside, perhaps the things he loves best, 
almost as much aa his dividends, will be 
those simple national melodies he has 
kuown lrom his childhood. Till a very 
recent time tho whole air of Scotland, 
among the country people, wa9 redolent of 
song. You heard.the milk maid singing 
some old chant, as she milked tho cows in 
field or byre ; the house wi lo went about 
her work, or span at her wheel, with a iitt 
ilium her lips. In the Highland glen you 
might hear some solitary reaper singing 
like lur whom Wordsworth lins immortal­ 
ized ; in the Lowland harvest field, now 
one, now another, of the reapers tukinc 
up an old world melody, and then the 
whole band breaking out into some well­ 
known chorus. The plowman, too, in win­
